PART VII—SICKNESS AND INFIRMITY. 


* * The Statistics in this ‘‘Part” relate to particulars furnished in response to the following directions in the Census 
Schedule :—‘‘ State if ‘Deaf and Dumb’ or ‘ Blind.’ If unable to follow usual occupation by reason of Illness, 
Accident, or Infirmity state cause of such inability.” This differs from the corresponding questions in the Census 
Schedule of 1891, which were as follow :—‘‘If laid up or unable to follow usual occupation by reason of Illness or 
Accident write ‘Sick’ or ‘Accident,’ or if afflicted by any of the following infirmities, write ‘Deaf and Dumb,’ 
‘Blind,’ ‘ Insane,’ ‘ Idiotic,’ ‘ Epileptic’, ‘ Paralytic,’ ‘ Leprous,’ ‘ Lost a Limb,’ ‘ Lost an Eye,’ as the case may be.” 
The latter is an attempt to separate infirmities of a permanent character (which would hamper if not prevent the 
afflicted from earning a livelihood) from cases of temporary disability on account of ordinary sickness or accident, 
from which complete recovery might be expected sooner or later. Hence the term “ Sickness and Infirmity ” in the 
present returns includes many cases of permanent disability which, at the former Census, were included under the 
heads of the specific infirmities named, but—with the exception of the ‘‘ Deaf and Dumb” and ‘‘ Blind ”—were not 
specifically asked for at this Census. In the present returns all inmates of Hospitals and Lunatic Asylums are 
included under the heads of ‘‘ Sickness and Infirmity ” or ‘‘ Accident,” as well as many cases of ‘* Deafness,” 
‘©Tameness,” ‘Partly Deaf,” ‘‘ Weak Sight,” &c., which it is alleged kept persons away from their usual 
occupations. On the other hand, numerous persons suffering from disease were following their usual occupations, 

. and consequently would not be returned. In all general tables, the Chinese and Aborigines have been included.
